old front. By tis operation the Italian front 
'had been shortened by upward of 200 miles—all 
the lines up the Dolomites east of Beltuna through 
Cortina across the’ Carnic Alps and along the 
Julian Alps and thence up the Isonzo to the sea 
had been abandoned. Three or four thousand 
square miles of Italian territory had been sur- 
'rendered, but by this date, the Italians had 
reached a line easily defensible, and their north- 
ern flank rested upon the Alps on a part of. their 
front still unbroken. 

The problem that we have to consider is two- 
fold. There are left to Austro-German invaders 
two lines of attack, one proceeding through the 
plain along the railroads. from Ponte Bato to 
Venice, which would lead to a frontal attack 
along the Piave; the other a turning movement 
coming down out of the Trentino ‘behind the 
lines of the Piave. 

In my judgment the more danger to the Ital- 
ians at the present comes ‘from the north and 
not from the east. In their retreat the Italians 
have destroyed the railroads as they retired. 
They have, to sqme extent, laid waste the coun- 
try, and the Germans and the Austrians are faced 
with the problem in their westward advance of 
restoring communications to enable them to bring 
up their artillery and their munitions from the 
old lines to their new front, over a distance va- 
rying from 50 to 60 miles. Such an operation 
requires time. ; 

If the Italian resistance at the Piave is stif- 
fened sufficiently to hold until such time as the 
British heavy artillery can arrive, the probabili- 
ties of a successful defense at the Piave are very 
zreat, because every day adds to the weight of 
allied support which is coming.

Germans until his armies arrived in a position

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MEN INTERESTED IN WORK 


Barracks Comfortable, Amuse- 
ments Plentiful and Hospitals . 
Adequate, He Declares. 


Barnard Willis, a private in the 
3i4th Mnzineers’ Regiment, at Camp 
Funston, has written a letter descrip- 
tive of life at this camp to a friend 
in St. Louis, in which he praises 
the service and the treatment of the 
men. His letter follows: 

“es 2 ¢* I realize that all out- 
siders are interested in the organi- 
yation and develorament of the na- 
tional artny. To begin with, allow 
me to predict that fhis army, when 
a finished product, if the HEighty- 
ninth Division at Camp Funston is 
representative of the whole, will be 
a fighting machine surpassed by 
none of the armies abroad. The 
weeding-out process is going on 
daily. The course of work is for 
men only, and was primarily out- 
lined to! be purely and simply a 
‘survival of the. fittest,’ tending 
throughout to build up the physique 
and harden the muscles. Those who 
cannot keep up are disposed of in 
channels requiring less arduous ef- 
forts. 

Admires Government’s System. 

“An eyewitness at the present 
time could hardly refrain from ad- 
miring and marveling at the unques- 
tionable system by means of which 
this Government has succeeded in 
converting an ungainly mass of men, | 
representing every branch of indus- 
try, trades people, and in many cases 
notning more than vagabonds, into 
well-drilled, trim-looking and obe- 
dient soldiers, and particularly, in 
consiccration of the short time which 
has elapsed since this evolution be- 
gan. 

“The quarters are frame struc- 
tures of sufficient permanency to 
house every eligible man selected for 
the national army, during his respec- 
tive period of training. No man is} 
subjected to discomforts which will 
not be of benefit to him later on. Of 
course, this life, as elsewhere, is what 
each individual makes it, and it is 
a known fact that all armies are in- 
stitutions which automatically create 
experts at complaining, but with few 
exceptions complaints are unfound- 
ed, and can generally be traced to 
contagious cases of homesickness. 
Barracks are well heated and the in- 
terior is flawlessly clean. High ceil- 
ings and a wealth of windows supply 
both -excellent ventilation and light.” 

Many Buy Liberty Bonds. 

Regarding subscriptions to the 
second Liberty Loan, he said: 

“Frequently whole companies 
would average three $50 bonds to 
the man. In many instances a com- 
pany of 150 odd men averaged well 
over the $10,000 mark. 

“Major-General Wood has laid 
special stress on certain of the prin- 
ary duties of the soldier. The rigors 
of guard duty have demanded the 
attentive perseverance of every 
rookie. 1 imagine there are few 
camps in the country where the men 
have been made to realize at an 
early date the necessity and serious- 
ness of interior guard. 

Amusements Plentiful. 

“A@®nusements are sufficient and 
more than the close applicant can 
enjoy. There is a Y. M. C. A. to prac- 
tically every regiment. Separate 
buildings are erected out of the 
funds of the association, and not by 
the Government, which furnishes 

only the site. The equipment is of 
@ variety, but in the majority of 
_cuse there is a piano, always in ev- 
idence; a number of indoor games, 
footballs, rugby and soccer: basket- 
balls, medicine balls and such things 
which may be borrowed at any time 
by any one. All forms of athletics 
are encouraged, and every company 
will have a team to represent it in 
each branch of sport. 

“No man is ignorant of the rules 
which govern his status as a repre- 

' gpentative individual of this commun- 
ity. Minor indiscretions are punish- 
able by such means as - kitchen duty, 
window washing and numerous oth- 
er unpleasant tasks on Sunday or 
Saturday afternoon. There is a gen- 
eral order against gambling. and in 
our language, that is law. This is 
only one of the many preventatives 
used to insure a high morale. 

Adequate Hospital F*cilities. 

“Adequate facilities are provided 
to care for all sicknesses, ranging 
from minor body injuries such as

| partment of Public Health of‘ Illinois. 
who is in St. Louis at the invitation 
of the war committee of the St. Louis 
Tuberculosis Soceity to confer with 
_that committee on its newly formu- 
lated war program. 

“Five per cent of the men drafted 
‘in Illinois had tuberculosis,”’ Dr 
| Palmer said “Figures compiled by 
the National Association for the 
Study of Tuberculosis show that of 
the first million men drafted 25,000 
| were rejected for tuberculosis.” 

The St. Louis committee has fig- 
' ures to show that 2 per cent of the 
men drafted in this city had tuber- 
culosis. These figures are not com- 
plete,. but final estimates probably 
will be in hand this week, A. W. 
Jones Jr., secretary of the Tubercu- 
losis Society, said yesterday. Some 
St. Louis wards had practically no 
rejections for this cause, he said, 
while in others the medical examin- 
ers rejected many under the head of 
“suspicious cases,’ to be held under 
observation for symptoms of active 
or incipient tuberculosis. 

According to the program of the 
local tuberculosis war committee, 
_three lines of work will be conducted 
|» defensive, reclamatory and pre- 
ventive. The defensive work will be 
in the way of instructing soldiers 
how to protect themselves against 
tuberculosis. In its reclamatory work 
the committee will co-operate with 
the Government in aiding to build up 
the men rejected for curable physical! 
disability, and make them fit for 
‘military service. The prevention 
work will be among the families and 
friends of the men as well as the 
men themselves, and will be largely 
'educational in its character. The

Nobody was hit, but it was one 
of those peculiar freaks of fortune 
which soldiers call luck, because the 
shots came in a shower close to 
them. It seemed almost. certain 
someqne inust be wounded, although 
they were exposed on! ly for a brief 
time. 

Shell Dropped Near Them. 

The other seven members of the 
party were in another section of the 
trench and were not disturbed by 
the fire. later, however, when all 
the Americans were together, the 
Germans dropped a 
10 yards away, endangering every- 
one. One member, in describing the. 
incident to the correspondent later, 
caid he and: his companions heard 
the shell coming. ‘It sounded like 
the roar of an airplane,’’_he said. 

The visitors spent the night near 
the front and rose early this morn- 
ing for a trip to the trenches near 
Dixmude. The Belgian and Ger- 
man lines run within 30 yards of: 
each other at one point and it was 
there that the five men came into 
danger.

Blackwell related that ¢he ambu- 
lance unit, of 20 cars and 45 men, 
transported 6500 wounded men from 
the front to dressing stations and 
base hospitals in the Verdun sec- 
‘tor, in five and one-half weeks in 
July and August last. Blackwell and 
Lambert were ambulance partners, 
‘as were Bixby and Stribling. 

The place for receiving "’biesses,”’ 
or wounded men, was at Leclair post 
de secours, a half-mile back of Ver- 
dun. The members of the unit lived 
at Blercourt, southeast of Verdun, 
and the hospitals to which they took 
the wounded were at Dromerville, 
Souilly, Vadilaincourt, Ippecourt and 
other bases. The roads over which 
‘they operated were under continuous 


shell fire, he declared. 
“It was just hard work, that’s 
‘all,” said Blackwell. “We worked 


24 and 48 hour shifts, snatching re- 


“pose whenever we could get it be- 


tween trips; seldom removing our 
clothing except to bathe, and often 
sleeping in the cars to be in read- 
iness for calis.' All our operations 
were carried out under the trajec- 
tory of shells, and the roads we 
traveled were often the objects of 
violent shelling. 
Relicf Crew Wounded. 


"The n st our St. Louis men 
came to beifm strafed was when =: | 


ambulance that relieved ours was. 
struck by a shell and the two Philn- 
delphians in charge wounded. This 
occurred near the front line receiv- 
ing post for wounded from Dead 
Man's Hill. We had been away frorn 
the post less than a half-hoar when 
the shell struck. 

“We had gas masks, of course, 
and wore them, as 60 per cent of 
our wounded were victims of this 
mode of warfare, but we ambulance 
men never were in danger from this 
source. 

“Our life was pretty much the 
@ame from day to day, a routine 
over the roads to and from the ad- 
Vanced dressing stations.» Upon our 
arrival in that sector, 15 of our 
mumber fell ill with a skin rash 
common to men in the trenches. It 
causes an irritation and eruption >f 
the skin, and Lambert, particularly, 
Was severely afflicted. After this 
We got along quite well.” 

Blackwell said the French Army 
Was becoming depleted, that old men 
and boys are now in the ranks, and 
that the need of American troops t» 
take the place of the French was 
urgent. Every available able-bodied 
man is at the front. He declares 
that the French are the most coura- 
geous as soldiers and the most pa- 
tient when wounded. 

Prisoners Show Surprise. 

He said the French were delight- 

ed to see American soldiers on the 


ground and were teaching them 
grenade throwing, at which the 
Americans have proven very apt. 


He sald the Americans whom he 
had seen were eager to get to actual 


fighting. 
“The first question put to an 
American,” he said, “is, ‘Can you 


The French believe 
that baseball has taught the Amer- 
icans long-distance throwing. One 
American soldier with a very good 
‘wing’ has beaten the world on that 
battle front. He is said to be throw- 
ing 40 to 50 grenades a minute with 
unerring aim. The whole American 
Army warms up every day for this 
work. 

“The grenade pitchers do not per- 
form any of the fancy wind-up 
stunts common to some of the noted 
flingers in our big leagues. as the 
fuse is too short and the thing must 
be heaved quickly. The boys are 
fond of this work, however, as they 4 
excel at it.” 

Blackwell told of a German boy 
Prisoner. who, though _ seriously 
“wounded, cursed him and his com- 
jpanion al! the way to the base hos- 
pital, after he had learned that they 
were Americans. At first he thought 
them Englishmen or Australians, 
and was indifferent toward them. 
Blackwell confirmed the story, told

War to Be Prolonged.

This 
is because it believes that the unity 
and combined power of the English 
speaking races will not only finally 
settle the war, but will determine the

“Propoganda for the new war bonds 
shows signs of increasing vigor. In 
view of your plans for war savings 
certificates in small sums, your peo- 
ple achould be interested in knowing 
that £126,375.000 of our own similar 
issues have been sold since they were 
introduced carly last vear. 

“This is a very reassuring fact, be- 
cause such subscriptions represent 
actual neW money, which would not 
have come into bank deposits, but 
represent the proceeds of private 
thrift, 

“The Scandinavian exchanges havé 
been affected this week by numerous 
influences, including peace rumors at 
Stockholm. But they were also prob- 
ably manipulated in connection with 
a remittance to London of £6,000,0)0 
sterling, against purchase of a large 
paper compahy by Scandinavian in- 
terests.”

Warm Weather Gives Buyers 
the Edge in Trading on 
Local: Exchange. 


Corn futures displayed considerable 

firmness in trading on the Merchant's 
Exchange last week, largely as a 
result of continued warm weather. 
which caused reports that the new 
crop was in poor condition, owing 
to excessive moisture in the grain: 
Trade also was bullishly influenced 
by continued high prices for cash 
grain and light movement from the 
farms, despite the record-breaking 
yield of corn forcasted’ by the Govern- 
ment. 

At the moment interest in future 
trading centers largely in the price 
movement of the December option in 
Chicago before the option expires, as 
on the movement of this delivery may 
depend the changes in the other 
options until after the first of the 
year. 

The price of Chipgago December 
corn now is $1.20, and there is a maxi- 
mum on trading of $1.28. With corn 
selling at $1.76 to $2, it is apparent 
that December must rise to $1.28 be- 
fore the last day of trading, unless 
the cash market breaks to where de- 
liveries can be made by shorts. 

A rule of the Board of Trade has 
been that a trader in December corn 
can séll short and buy in, but can- 
not buy before selling; hence there 
must be a considerable short interest 
in the market for December corn, 
that will have to buy thelr way, eut 
in the pit before the option expires; 
and the only sellers that can supply 
grain for them to cover contracts are 
holders of long corn who bought be- 
fore the ruling on selling was placed 
in operation. These long holders are 
said to be some of the biggest traders 
in Chicago. 

If contracts cannot be adjusted be- 
low $1.28 in the open market, all 
trades must be settled automatiéally 
at that price on the last day of 
December, no matter what the cash 
market may be at the time, if it is 
above that price. . 

Oats were very strong thronghout 
the week, and were influenced by 
large purchases for army needs.

New Type of Structures Required. 

“Modern manufacturing practice 
and the higher demands on speed and 
efficiency are calling for an entirely 
different type of structure than has 
existed for years.

MINERS SIGN CONTRACTS WITH 
‘AUTOMATIC PENALTY CLAUSE’ 


Action Forced by Missouri and Ar- 
kansas-Oklahoma Delegates 
Quitting Convention. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., 
Working contracts embodying the 
much-disputed “automatic penalty 
clause” insisted upon by Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield, were § signed 
here tonight by the presidents of the 
Missouri, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas union mine districts and rep- 
resentatives of the Southwest Coal 
Operators’ Association. 

The action came after the dele- 
gates from the Missouri and Arkan- 
sas-Oklahoma districts to the miners’ 
convention being held here had with- 
drawn from'the convention and au- 
thorized their presidents to agree to 
the penalty clause. Alexander How- 
at, president of the Kansas district, 
then yielded and signed. 

The new contracts carry the auto- 
‘matic penalty clause, which Admin- 
istrator Garfield characterized by 
telezgrim today as “satisfactory.” I* 
provides for a board of representa- 
tives of operators and miners and 
that miners are to have $1 a day 
deducted from their pay whenever 
they close a mine before the board 
has passed upon the dispute, whilc 
the operators are penalized similarly 
$1 a day where they lock out the 
men. 

The contracts also provide wage 
increases of 10 cents a ton, 15 per 
cent for dirt and deficient work and 
$1.40 per day for day work, retro- 
active to Nov. 1. To meet these 
wawe increases and in compliance 
with the Federal fuel administrator's 
order, an increase of 45 cents per 
ton in the price of coal will be made 
also retroactive to Nov. 1.

ANTHRACITE MINERS TO GET 
‘MORE PAY IF PRICE 1S RAISED 


Garfield Asked to Boost Cost of Coal 
So Men Will Get $40,000,000 a 
Year More. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Wage 
increases ranging from 5 to 44 per 
cent for} Pennsylvania anthracite 
miners were agreed to by the opera- 
tors here today, on condition the ad- 
vances are absorbed in higher coal 


prices. 
As soon as they had signed their 


tentative new contract the miners 
and operators asked Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield to raise the price of 
anthracite to meet the increase. Dr. 
Garfield took the request under ad- 
visement and announced he would 
make a careful investigation before 
giving a decision. It is estimated 
that the wage increases would add 
about 45 cents a ton to anthracite 
prices, and give the miners about 
$40,000,000 more pay annually. 

Fuel Administration officials 
would not say tonight how Dr. Gar- 
field views the demand for higher 
anthracite prices. When bituminous 
producers and miners fixed a new 
wage scale recently he _ increased 
bituminous prices to absorb the 
raise, but bituminous prices had just 
been cut sharply in the Govern- 
ment’s fixing of coal prices. An- 
thracite prices remained at about 
the same level under the price fixing.

T IS an old question, that as to which kind of 
love a woman prefers—the love of the poetic 
spirit which sees her not as she actually is, but 
through a rosy mist of reverence of his own 
idealizing; or that of the lover with cave-man 
instincts, who views her without illusion in all 
her own reality. To the one she is the fictitious 

‘phantom of delight’ of Wordsworth’s poem; to the other 

she is the one of whom he wrote: 

“And now I see with eye serene 
The very pulse of the machine,” 

A very good judge in this matter should be Mrs. Gil- 
bert Cannan. Her first husband was the famous Sir 
James M. Barrie, whose sentiments concerning love in 
his novels are among the tenderest, most reverential and 
romantic in modern letters. Then she deserted Barrie 
for Gilbert Cannan, a clever young novelist, whose writ- 
ings on love are characterized by cynicism, mockery and 
something like brutality. 

It was Barrie who wrote, in “When a Man’s Single:” 
“There are far better and nobler things than loving a 
woman and getting her * * * so long as her happi- 
ness was secured, his misery was only an unusual form 
of joy.” Contrast with this soaring and unselfish view of 
love, the definition which Cannan puts into the mouth 
of one of his characters: “What I calls bein’ in love is 
when you're grovellin’ to the woman one moment, and 
spittin’ in her face the next.” 


After having tried the two types of love, what is. 


Mrs. Cannan‘s decision? It is that the love of the 
dreaming poet is superior to that of the man of the 
world. At least, this is the construction placed by her 
friends upon the startling fact that a few days ago she 
filed suit in London to divorce Cannan, and announced 
her intention of returning to Sir James—if he will re- 
ceive her. 

At the present writing it appears, however, that a poet 
can turn as well as a worm, for he is said to have re- 
plied to his former wife’s overtures: 

“{ think you will find more happiness away from me 
than with me. Therefore I must refuse to return to 
you.” Notwithstanding, the wiseacres are finding food 
for gossip in the fact that Sir James was so in love with 
his wife that he attempted to win her back even after 
the divorce, and also in the significant fact that he has 
remained unwed for eight years since his domestic 
catastrophe. 

This latest chapter in the heart-story of the gentle 
and poetic creator of “Sentimental Tommy,” “The Little 
Minister” and “Alice-Sit-by- 
the-Fire” adds a sequel as fan- 
tastic as even Barrie’s rich 
fantasy could ever have con- 
eeived. 

For the beginning, one 

must turn back about 20 
years, when James Matthew 
Barrie, a struggling young au- 
thor, had banked all his hopes 
on the production of his first 
play, “Walker, London.” The 
leading female role was taken 
by a beautitul English actress, 
Miss Mary Ansell. The play 
Was a success, and Barrie was 
generous enough te give much 
of the credit to the talent and 
geal of Miss Ansell. 

In the meantime she made the acquaintance of a 
young Scotch barrister, Gilbert Cannan, who had’ re 
eently given up the practice of law and was seeking to 
win a career as a novelist and playwright-—a career, by 
the way, in which he received not only eneouragement 
but active and invaluable assistance from Barrie. Both 
men fell in love with her, but after a few years of un- 
decision she decided to wed Barrie. The marriage oc- 
curred in Scotland, June 9, 1904. 

The match was considered by all a most happy one. 
Barrie was rapidly advancing to an acknowledged place 
as one of the foremost British men of letters, which 
meant also his ascent to wealth. Mrs. Barrie was young 
and handsdme, with a trained intelligence and a prac- 
tical knowledge of the stage which must often have been 
of benefit to him. It appeared that Cannan was for- 
gotten. 

But about nine years ago he began to emerge as a 
clever writer, and Barrie was one of the first to recognize 
and welcome his talent. He received his young com- 
patriot as a personal friend. amd invited him several 
times te his country home, Black Lake Cottage, at Farn- 
ham in Surrey. Finally, when Cannan’s flat in London 
was being decorated, Barrie sent him out toe live at 
Black Lake Cottage until it was finished. Barrie him- 
self remained in London at his work, but Mrs. Barrie 
was down in the country. 

As a result of this visit Barrie’s servants went to their 
master with a story that was soon te be a sensation on 
both sides of the Atlantic. He hurried te his wife. 

“It is quite true,” she told him coolly. “Gilbert is the 
enly man in the world for me” 

Barrie offered to forgive his wife if she would declare 
her repentance and promise never te see Cannan again. 
She refused, and to his appeals that she return to him 
replied thst thelr relations onder the circumstances 
would be only a sham. She requested him to divorce 


her. 
When Barrie finally saw that her mind was made up, 
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he determined to 
shield her in every 
way possible from 
the scandal about 
to break upon her. 
He went to Cannan 
and exacted an 
iron-bound oath from 
him that he would 
marry Mrs. Barrie as 
soon as she was di- 
vorced. As Cannan 
was poor, Barrie 
agreed to give his 
wife their handsome 
country house, and 
to make a liberal an- 
nual settlement upon 
her. 

The suit was tried 
in London during Oc- 
tober, 1909. Barrie 
himself, looking ill 
and careworn, testi- 
fied that his wife 
had told him she 
loved another man. 
Mrs. Barrie did not 
defend the case, but 
was seen driving 
about London in her 
carriage. apparently 
cheerful and _  con- 
tented. After hear- 
ing only a few 
minutes of testi- 
mony from one 
of the servants, 
the Judge broke 
in with: “That is 
enough,” and in- 
stantly granted 
an absolute di- 
vorce to Barrie. 


Then, having 
divorced his wife, 
he showed the 
true Barrie whim- 
sicality by mak- 
ing every effort to 
persuade her to 
marry him again. 
He is said to have 
offered to take 
her on a trip 
around the world, 
to grant any de- 
mand she might 
make, to. settle 
$200,000 upon her. She repulsed him, and soon after- 
wards Cannan made good his oath by wedding her. 

Cannan then used the entire episode as literary mate- 
rial for his first successful novel, “Peter Homunculus.” 
The word homunculus means a tiny man, such as was 
fabled to have been created by the old alchemists and 
placed in a bottle. The hero, Peter Davies, is represented 
as a small man until the love of a woman recreated him. 

There are many curious parallels.) Peter is supposed

vividly. I would not bow to prejudice. Unwisely, 
for prejudice is strong, stronger than the law.” 
Various reasons have been given for Mrs. Bar- 
rie’s faithlessness, aside from the fact that Can- 
nan. in addition to his talent, was young and 
handsome. Some said that Mrs. Barrie, a woman 
of the world, languished under the quiet and la- 
borious regime followed by her husband, and 
would have preferred to be romping in the Bohe- 
mian set. Others said that Barrie, for all his 
being a poet, has much of the Scotch thrift, and 
was not inclined to let the purse strings relax as 
widely as his wife would have desired. But there 
must be something in the view that a woman finds 
occupying a pedestal all the time rather tiresome, 
and sometimes wishes she were loved for what 
she really is instead of for what her husband, 
with the male’s incorrigible imagination, dreams 


her to be. 


At any rate. two men could hardly stand farther. 


apart in their views of love than Barrie and Cannan, at 
least so far as their books show. Barrie wrote of a char- 
acter: “He loathed the notion that women have a 
thirsty eye on man; when he saw them cheapening 
themselves before the sex that should hold them be- 
yond price he turned his head and would not let his mind 
dwell on the subject.” But to Peter Davies women are 
“liars and webspinners,”’ and their love “webs to catch 


worthless flies.” 


j “Love,” Cannan continues 
A writing, “is a strange beast 


that leaps out on you, out of 


the dark. It bears you down 
and down. * * * Love 
the aversion and the god of 
humanity. They run from it, 
but they run in circles. It 
engulfs them, and they drown 
gladly. In the running is hu- 
man comedy, and in the sur- 
render is human tragedy. 
Love has a pale sister called 
Romance.” 

For eight years Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert Cannan went 
their way, and Barrie went 
his. Rumors that he wag to 


to represent Cannan himself. He falls in love with Mary 
Dugdale, a beautiful actress, older than himself—Mary 
Ansell was an actress older than Cannan. Mary Dug- 
dale has the leading role in the first play of Bertram 
Bond, as Miss Ansell had in “Walker, London,” Barrie’s 
maiden play; and afterwards marries Bond, as Miss 
Ansell wedded Barrie. Peter has a love affair with 
Mrs. Bond, who is represented as having wearied of her 
elderly husband, whom Cannan pictures as a brute in 
to his years. Barrie, of course, was always 
most tender and 
delicate in his do- 
mestic relations. 

In the novel, Pe- 
ter defends him- 
self in the follow- 
ing picturesque 
way and complains 
that the husband 
never forgave him 
for destroying his 
happiness: 

“I loved, was 
loved. and snatched 
wild happiness. The 
man who held my 
fortune, my fate, 
from that moment 
cruelly ignored me. 
It was as though I 
had never existed 
for him—ghastly! I 
made the woman 
happy where he 
had failed. No for- 
giveness.

marry the charming Ameri- 
cau actress. Pauline Chase, whom he took in hand 
raised from a “Pajama Girl” to a star, proved un- 
founded, and she married Alexander Drummond, a 
young English banker. Barrie was knighted and be 
came Sir James. The war came and he lost on the bat- 
tlefield his foster son, George Llewelyn Davies, whe 
was the original of “Peter Pan,” and whom Barrie 
adopted on the death of the boy’s mother, a daughter of 
George du Maurier, author of “Trilby,” and herself the 
original of Grizel of the Crooked Smile. in Barrie's 
“Tommy and Grizel.” 

And now finally comes the filing of preliminary papers 
by Mrs. Cannan in a divorce action. If she has avowed 
to Cannan that she really loves Barrie and ts serious in 
her reported intention to remarry her first husband—if 
she can get him—then it is possible that Barrie will have 
a remarkable revenge; that he will supplant Cannan as 
Cannan once supplanted him, and that Cannan, the for- 
mer corespondent, will have the tables turned on him 
in behalf of the husband on whom he once turned the 
tables. The story would certainly make a unique novel, 
and perhans Cannan will seize upon it as material.

N THE literature which has been produced concert 

ing the great war, that contributed by Maj. Ian 

Hay Beith, of the British army, occupies a prom- 

inent place. Unlike some other writers, Maj. Beith 
has the advantage of having been a participant in the 
history-making affairs about whick he writes, and when 
there is added to that a rare facility of description the 
result is bound to make entertainirg reading for anyone 
interested in what is occurring on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

But perhaps the chief value of Maj. Beith’s work lies 
in his delightful presentation of the British Tommy as 
he is. This is true of his first war book, “The First Hun- 
dred Thousand,” and also of the second, “All In It,” which 
has just been published by the Houghton-Mifflin Com- 
pany. The latter, which ends with the Battle of the 
Somme, is a continuation of the former, which ended 
with the battle of Loos.

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THE WAR-WRECKED ROMANCE OF 
-— EMMY DESTINN AND DINH GILLY -- 


Emmy Destinn, as opera goers know her. 


ORD has recentiy come from the ob 

secure Austrian prison camp at Raab 
where Dinh Gilly, the Metropolita: 
baritone, is interned. The man wh 
formerly knew the plaudits and th: 
luxuries of a New York operati: 
success is jailed in this poor place 
with thousands of other military prisoners, and is with 
out the commonest comforts. After more than thre 
years, the singer has managed to get word out of the 
enemy country to an old friend in New York, and apn 
effort is to be made to succor him. 

In this way another item is added to the list of mis 
fortunes which has been written over the life of this 
Algerian singer since the war began—a record that has 
always possessed a rare romantic quality. since it also 
engaged the fate of Emmy Destinn, the Bohemian so- 
prano and long favorite of New York opera goers. Nor 
is the word that has come from Dinh Gilly silent about 
her. He says that she has lately been deported from her 
home in Bohemia and is singing occasionally in Bel- 
gium to poor and distressed audiences. 

The misfortunes of Gilly and Hmmy Destinn wil! 
likely remain as one of the epic love stories of the war 
When the conflict broke out in the late summer of 1914 
Miss Destinn and Gilly were both under contract for 
the ensuing season at the Metropolitan. They had both 
returned to Europe after the spring closing of the opera 
house and were expected to return in September. 1914. 
for a well-booked concert tour together. A week before 
her expected arrival Miss Destinn cabled, canceling al! 
her engagements and her contract with the Metropoli- 
tan--apparenty at a loss of nearly $100,000 for herself 
Explanations followed 

When war was declared Miss Destinn had gone to 
her home in Prague, Bohemia, and Gilly was visiting 
her. She was allowed to leave the country and sup- 
posed that Gilly would follow. In France she learned 
that the baritone had been arrested as a French sub- 
ject and ex-soldier, subject to military duty in France. 
Gilly was born in Algiers. of French and Arab parents. 
More than that, he had served in the French army. 
Austria decided that he must share the fate of other 
enemy subjects and go into a concentration camp. 

Miss Destinn now revealed what had aiready been sus- 
pected by her intimates. She was engdged to marry 
Gilly and had intended to celebrate her nuptials on their 
return to America. With her fiance in the hands of his 
enemies—and her countrymen—she gave up all thought 
of her professional engagements and went back to Bo- 
hemia, certain that she could move the Austrian Gev- 
ernment in Gilly’s behalf. She was one of the first 
artists of her own country and she naturally had pow- 
erful friends. It would be no very difficult matter to 
have the man released: 

jut the soprano was counting on the civil Governors 
of Austria. She found the military regime which she 
encountered on her return a very different sort of in- 
stitution. Prussianized Austria was not to be 
reached or moved by her pleas, and Gilly had to 
go along into prison. She immediately set to 
wor’ to move every influence which a notable 
artist and a woman-of high accomplishments and 
prestige may bring to her aid. In vain.~ The best 
she could get was an offer of Gilly’s freedom under 
certain conditions. When Gilly was brought from 
camp he was conducted into the presence of a mili- 
tary authority having discretion in the matter of 
enemy aliens and told that he would be allowed to 
leave the country on Miss Destinn’s representations 
if-—- 

A document was passed over for his signature. It 
was the usual parole declaration under whose 
terms a released prisoner undertakes not to bear 
arms against the enemy country releasing him at 
any time during the war in progress. He also signs 
away, in case he should violate the parole, all 
right to his life, all honors of war, should he be 
recaptured by his enemies. This is one of the 
ancient and time-honored usages of war. But it 
did not please the temperamental singer. 

“T have no intention of enlisting in the French 
armies,” he said. “But no one can tell what might 
happen.” 

Dinh Gilly went back to his prison camp without 
further words. 

Unfortunately, his bit of frowardness reacted 
upon Miss Destinn. When she thought she might 
be able to do something in her sweetheart's be- 
half by leaving the country, Austria sterniy for- 
bade her going and instructed her to stay quietly 
at her home in Prague. Here she remained more 
or less a prisoner, doing occasional war work 
aud trying all the time to relieve Gilly.

Apparently there was 
trouble in Bohemia, for 
soon afterwards’ the 
treatment of the great 
soprano took on new 
rigors.

stead of better for both her and her baritone fiance. 

Now, it seems, the favorite of the opulent audiences 
of New York and Berlin is grudgingly allowed to dis- 
play her voice for the benefit of the impoverished Bel- 
gians, 

A less devoted woman than Miss Destinn might have 
avoided the misfortunes that have overcome her. In- 
stead, she voluntarily went back to Austria, against the 
warnings of her friends and at a heavy money sacrifice 
and there got herself into woes by her very assiduity 
in behalf of a man who would not compromise when his 
freedom was at hand. 

What Mme. Destinn has done is in keeping with her 
character as it is known to all her American intimates. 
She is one of the serious and devoted artists of the 
operatic corps. She takes her work to heart, is a con- 
stant student, has broadened out in several intellectual 
lines and has a musical background greatly superior to 
that attained by most of the successful divas. Her 
Riverside Drive apartment contains a fine library in ad- 
dition to her art collections, and her home in Prague is 
said to be one of the Bohemian show places. 

She has ever been a simple artist, proud of her peas- 
ant origin, without the slightest pose and barren of the 
usual fatuous temperament. 

Dinh Gilly attracted a deal of attention in New York 
when first his curious name was displayed. That was 
in the halcyon days of Andreas Dippel. But Gilly, 
despite his name, proved to be a real artist and was soon 
one of the Metropolitan’s favorite baritones. His fa- 
ther, a French officer, met amd married the daughter 
of one of the old Arab families. The boy was brought 
up in an Oriental home and French schools, so that his 
early training was an odd mixture of the East and West. 
His father placed him in the army, where he served his 
two years. But he disappointed the paternal wish that 
he become an officer. Instead he began his musical 
tndies, originally much against the will of ‘‘the Cojonel.” 
He was fairly success- 
ful from the start, so 
that in the end his 
military father had to 
admit that perhaps it 
was better to be a fa- 
mous singer than an 
officer. 

Gilly often appeared 
in opera opposite Des- 
tinn, and here, suppos- 
edly, their friendship 
began. 

The real name of 
Miss Destinn is Emmy 
Kittek, Destinn having 
been assumed by her 
for operatic purposes. 
She began her artistic 
career as a_ violiniste, 
but when it was dis- 
covered that she pos- 
sessed a voice of un- 
usual. quality and pow- 
er she decided to play 
the violin only as a 
pastime. 

A few years ago she 
applied for American 
naturalization papers.

On the 

sidewalk more varieties pass; Russians, 

with their red epaulettes; Serbians with 

the funny little caps peculiar to this 

country; Italians, in their green -uni- 

forms; British, swinging the ever-present cane; and, of 

course, the latest arrivals, the Americans, with their 
neat khaki uniforms ang their high collars. 

As to the other varieties of Civis Americanus, the 
civil, it is only now that he can hold his head up in the 
street. The new era began at the moment of the rupture 
with Germany; on that fateful day the.species sallied 
forth with miniature American flags on their coat 
lapels for the first time. _Previously it had been con- 
tent, yea, pleased, to be mistaken for the common every- 
day Parisian, although the usual absence of facial 
growth betrayed the unhappy American. 

Yet it must not be imagined that the life of the Amer- 
ican civilian is particularly an easy one. While it is true 
that now Americans are on a plane with the other allied 
citizens, yet their lot is not too easy. A few months ago 
the Chief of Police ordered a complete revision of all the 
permits that had been delivered by the police to foreign- 
ers; the city was divided into 10 districts, each including 
two municipal arrondisements. The 16th and 17th ar- 
rondissements, being what might be called the west end 
of Paris. and being particularly infested with Ameri- 
cans, were grouped together, and a passport office in- 
stalled on the Boulevard _Pereire. Thither all the 
foreigners of the district were requested to call.

They came, thousands 
strong; they swamped the over-worked clerks, and 
finally, in desperation, the authorities extended the time 
limit three months and numbers were issued to appli- 
cants.

date on which the bearer was to present himsif. To give 
an idea of the rush it will suffice to say that the tickets 
that were being issued on the 25th of July bore the date 
of August 23rd, so that the authorities were about three 
thousand passports behind. Finally, on the appointed 
day when the victim presented himself. armed with his 
American or other passport, birth certificate, Paris police 
perriit, etc., he was confronted with a clerk who made 
it his business to inquire what he was in Paris for, was 
he a native or naturalized citizen, his birthplace, age, 
father’s birthplace and age, etc. All this was noted on 

a little card. The victim gave the name of two French 
eae a half dozen photos were taken from him, 
and finally he was allowed to depart after being given a 
little slip stamped by the bureau stating that So-and-so 
had undergone the formalities for the delivery of the 
“Identity card.”” The cards themselves have not yet been 
(d_stributd. 

Yet all this was nothing compared to the heaven 
moving efforts required to leave France. Let sume poor 
American attempt to go to England, say for important 
business. You go to the police station in the Cite, where 
you are ushered into a large room where some fifty 
clerks are busy. You go up te the desk, where a pa- 
tient and willing Frenchman listens to your tale of woe 
and your reasons for wanting to go to England. You 
produce letters, etc., showing that it is imperative for 
you to proceed to England. Finally the Frenchman 
turns to a small card index at his side and looks up your 
record. If it is good he asks you if you have been in the 
“zone des armees,” or war zone, which includes all the 
country within a certain distance of the lines. Unless 
your “no” is categoric enough to convince, he turns to 
another card index. If you say “yes” your goose is 
cooked and it takes almost the personal intervention of a 
General to get you out. But as most American civils 
have not been to this dangerous place your name is not 
on the list, and therefore you are permitttd to fiil out a

blank giving all the information you have just repeated 
for the four hundredth time since you have been in 
France: Name, address, nationality, reason for taking 
the trip, etc. The blank asks your residence in England, 
how long you will stay there, and various other bother- 
some details. A half a dozen photos are then extorted 
and you are freed with the promise that in eight or ten 
days you will hear if your sauf-conduit to go to England 
has been granted.

A New (Wood, the Lreaittest Kuowe 


NEW wood, apparently little known and called 
balso wood, is exceedingly light and promises 
to have an extended field of usefulness in con- 
nection with cold storage structures when heat 

insulation is important. It is a tropical wood growing 

principally in the states of South and Central America. 

The wood is remarkable, first, as to its lightness; sec- 
ond, as to its microscopical structure; third, for its ab- 
sence of woody fiber; fourth, for its elasticity; and 
fifth, for its heat-insulating qualities. So far as the in- 
vestigation has disclosed, it is the lightest commercially 
useful wood known.’ It has also considerable structural 
streneth, which makes it suitable for many uses. In 
geners! appearance balso wood resembles basswood. 


Until recently, Missouri cork wood, weighing 18.1 
pounds per cubic foot, was believed to be the lighest, 
but recent investigations indicate that balso wood is 
much lighter, having a net weight of 7.3 pounds per cubic 
foot. The ordinary commercial balso wood is seldom 
perfectly dry, and, because of the moisture content, its 
weight has been found to be between eight and thirteen 
pounds per cubic foot. 

The extreme lightness of this wood suggests its appli- 
cation as a buoyancy material in life-preservers and life- 
boats. When, however, it was attempted to apply the 
wood practically, it was found to be of little value, be- 
cause it absorbed water in great quantities and also be- 
cause it soon rotted and also warped and checked when 


worked. After testing nearly every method that had. 


been suggested, Col. Marr’s method of treating woods 
which had been recently patented was finally successful. 
In this method the wood is treated in a bath, of which 
the principal ingredient is paraffin, by a process which 
coats the interior cells without clogging up the porous 
system. The paraffin remains as a coating or varnish 
over the interior cell walls, preventing the absorption 
of moisture and the ill-effects as to change of volume 
and decay which would otherwise take place; it also pre 
vents the bad effects of dry rot which follow the appli- 
cation of any surface treatment for preserving wood of 
the same type. The Marr process tends to drive out all 
water and make the wood water-proof.
